Borderline

Needed; Patients

Four persons are patients 


in KSB Hospital with their 
illnesses given a "provision- 
al" diagnosis of polio, the Lee 
County Health Department 
reported today. 


Dr. Robert Allen, director of the 


department, said the four patients 
are adults and are in "isolation" 
at the hospital. He did not disclose 
their names, but confirmed that 
one vas John Rhodes, 18, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clayton Rhodes, 313 
Swiss St, 


Rhodes was .reported early this 


month to have a "mild" case of 
polio. The other patients, Dr. Allen 
said, range in age up to the early 
fifties. One reportedly is a nurse. 
"None are paralytic," the doctor 
reported, "and all are progressing 
very satisfactorily under hospital 
care and treatment." 


Xo History 


The doctor said the patients are 


from different families and give no 
history of. contact with known 
cases of polio. The latter three 
cases were reported this week. 


Special'laboratory tests suggest 


polio, the doctor said, but tests are 
being conducted in order to arrive 
at a positive diagnosis. Dr. Allen 
said the additional tests will re- 
quire a. period of "two or three 
weeks." 


The health department director 


said, "In the meantime, all cases 
are in isolation and there appears 
to be no need for fear or alarm."

Roots May Be the Cause 
Of Your Sewer Problem 
Chemicals 
Could Be 
The Answer 


By MR. FIX 


In day* of yore not so much was 


known about making sewer drain- 
age lines rootproof as is known 
today. Consequently, root clogging 
of sew«r lines is a problem com- 
mon to older homes whose drain- 
age tiles were laid many years 
ago. And & distressing problem it 
is too. 


For example—root obstruction, 


can cause flooding in basements, 
release of poisonous and combus- 
tible gases, awful odors and can 
endanger health and property in 
other devious ways. It isn't a pret- 
ty picture. 


The offenders are roots of trees 


and shrubs—poplar roots 
being 


particularly obnoxious — w h i c h 
force their way through joints be- 
tween drainage tiles. Onc« inside, 
,they feed on the delicious waste 
and grow until partial or complete 
stoppage or breakdown 
of, the 


drainage system results. 


Three Ways 


There are three ways for home- 


owners to get out of this difficulty, 
and they should be tried in this 
order: ji) chemical removal of 
roots, 
(2) mechanical 
removal 


and (3) replacement of the exist- 
ing lines with rootproof ones. 


Since 
chemical 
methods, will 


more than likely cure most cases 
if 
treatment 
is 
begun' early 


enough, they will be dealth with 
in this space. Also, chemical treat- 
ment- is simple enough so that 
homeowners can do it themselv- 
es. (However, since most root-de- 
stroying chemicals are highly caus- 
tic in content, care must be ex- 
ercised in using thorn. You may 
prefer to have a plumbing con- 
tractor handle the job.) 


Dissolve Roots 


Chemical compounds formulated 


for the purpose of dissolving root 
bbstructions are introduced into 
the sewer lines 'either by flushing 
them thrgugh a toilet bowl or by 
pouring- them into the basement 
clean-out plug. Most manufactur- 
ers of root solvents' recommend 
the latter method, because it in- 
troduces the chemical at a point 
nearer the obstruction. 


For maximum effectiveness the 


chemical should be allowed to re- 
main in the sewer lines for from 
four to six hours without being 
disturbed by the flow of waste. For 
this reason, the usual recom- 
mended practice is that of placing 
the chemical in the lines the last 
thing- at night, when plumbing fa- 
cilities ere not likely to be used 
again before morning. 
i 


Three typical "name" brands 


of root solvents include a caustic 
type that must be mixed 'with wa- 
ter (five pounds chemical to three 
gallons water> before being inject- 
ed into the sew-er; another type, 
also caustic, in th« form of crys- 
tals which are injected into the 
sewer directly from the container: 
the third type is said to be non- 
caustic, contains no aicds and is

Q—What can be done to correct 


a sagging- storm-screen door? 


A—Install a turbuckle brace on 


the inside of the door. Fasten one 
end of it with a screw near the 
lower corner on the latch side 
of the door; fasten the other end 
to the stile on hinge side of the 
door, about two feet up from the 
bottom edge. Now, tighten the 
turr.buckle until the door closes 
properly. 
Q—We have just electrified and 


polished an antique brass kerosene 
lamp. How can the metal be kept 
bright and shiny without frequent 
repolishings? 


A—Coat it with clear lacquer, 


this transparent finish is avail- 
able in aerosol spray containers 


a crystal-pow'der compound that is 
also used right out of the box. 


Treatment Depends 


Depending on the severity of the 


stoppage and the type of root sol- 
vent employed, anywhere 
from 


five to 25 or more pounds of the 
chemicals must be used for the 
initial treatment.' It may take 
several applications of solvent to 
remove a stubom root obstruction. 
Once the line is clear, smaller 
preventive dosages should be re- 
scheduled every six months there- 
after. 


A word of caution—when using- 


caustic 
solutions, 
wear 
rubber 


gloves And-take every precaution 
to prevent the chemical from spat- 
tering on tile face, hands or clo- 
thing. 


as well as ordinary "paint cans." 
Q—Should glazing putty be paint- 


ed soon after a window glass has 
been replaced? 


A—Don't paint it for at least 


two days, then give it two coats 
of exterior trim and shutter 
paint. Allow a .thin edge of the 
paint to extend onto the glass so 
as to protect the joint between 
glass and putty from the weather.

Put your personal signature on 


a do-it-yourself project and you'll 
yet more fun and satisfaction out 
of it. 


For example, it's common prac- 


tice today to remodel an old- 
fashioned kitchen by assembling 
and, installing pre-cut wood cabi- 
nets stocked by building material 
dealers. But to identify the job as 
"exclusively yours." give the cabi- 
net doors one of the striking new 
sandblast-and-stain finishes. 


Sandblasting- makes the wood 


grain stand out more -vividly. The 
number of stains is virtually un- 
limited because all the ready-mix- 
ed stains can be thinned or tinted 
as desired. Among; the most popu- 
lar tones that can be achieved are 
pecan, straw, blonde, silver gray, 
driftwood, suntan. wheat, gray- 
wood, platinum and champagne. 
Here's how to do it: 


1. Have cabinet doors sandblast- 


ed at a local monument works. 


2. Clean off dust with cloth 


dampened with solvent or thinner. 


3. Apply stain. Stain should be 


thinned somewhat because the 
sandblasted pine absorbs 
more 


stain. Apply finish to a sample 
piece before proceeding with the 
job. 


4. After stain has dried, sand 


lightly with a block of wood and 
sandpaper. This removes the stain 
from the high points of the wood 
and thus highlights the grain. 


5. Apply one or two coats of dull- 


finished non-yellowing varnish or 
clean lacquer.

The armed forces failed to prepare American service- 


men, who became prisoners of war in Korea, for the Red 
Chinese technique of indoctrination and brainwashing. 


This is acknowledged by the Defense Department s spe- j 


c'al committee—made up of high government officials and 
top, retired officers—which has just issued a report on the 
POW problem. 
It recommended the department begin a program to pre- 


pare American servicemen against Communist questioners 
if they are captured in the future. Any such preparation 
in the oast the committee said, was "decidedly inadequate.

There were some lessons to be learned from the Com- 


munists in World War H but the Defense Department either 
didn't learn them or failed to foresee the turn they'd take. 
' The committee, reviewing the treatment of POWs m 


World War IT by the Axis powers and the Communists, re- 
ported: 
" , 
1. The Germans' treatment of American prisoners was 


"fairly punctilious.'1 although perhaps more from fear of 
American reprisals than public opinion. 
2. The Japanese were brutal but not ' subtle with 


American prisoners. In their tortures and atrocities they 
were being vicious for the sake of viciousness or were seek- 
ing military information. They were not trying to indoctri- 
nate their captives or seduce their minds. 


3. The Russians gave a hint of things to come by their 


treatment of German prisoners. They herded them into po- 
litical camps and besieged them, endlessly with Marxist 
teachings to indoctrinate them with communism. 


4. The Red Chinese, in their civil war with Chiang Kai- 


shek's Nationalist Chinese, also put their Nationalist pris- 
oners into political camps and tried to convert them to com- 
munism. 
That civil war continued until a few months before the Ko- 


rea,a War. So when they got into that, the Red Chinese used 
the same methods of indoctrination on American prisoners, 
with some additions. 
•

' The Red Chinese mistreatment in trying to seduce the 


Americans into collaborating with them or converting them 
to communism, took many forms: little food, barren shelters, 
constant interrogation in some cases, propaganda, indoctri- 
nation, plus breaking down morale and mutual trust among 
the prisoners. 


It had been popularly supposed before the Korean War 


that the Communist victims who testified against themselves 
in the peace-time purge trials in Europe had been drugged. 
Perhaps some of them were. 


But the defense committe said: ". . . POWs of war 


in Kora were not drugged. ,Other methods such as denial of 
food or sleep were equally effective and more practical." 


Only 4.428—of the 7,190 Americans captured in Korea 


—survived imprisonment. The committee said only 192 of 
the survivors were found chargeable with serious offenses 
against the United States or their fellow prisoners. 


But the committee said: "Only a handful of the POWs 


in Korea were able to maintain an absolute silence under 
military interrogation. 
Nearly all the American prisoners 


went beyond the ''absolute" name, rank, number, date of 
birth restriction." 


The armed forces, the committee said, have never had a 


clearly defined code of conduct for American prisoners after 
capture. So the committee produced a code which President 
Eisenhower laid down as the code for the future.

army apparently caused President Lincoln to order hi1? 
removal from command. 
On Oct. 30, Gen. William S. 


Rosecrans assumed command of th" ai my. His objective 
was to push Bragg back and take Chattanooga, Term. As 
it turned out. 
Rosecrans was only a little less slow than 


Buell. Lincoln wanted a Union victory in Tennessee, be- 
cause a successful invasion of the South might prevent 
British intervention in the war which might come if it 
continued to appear that the Confederacy might win out. 


During the period covered by today's writings. PLOSB- 


crans prepared his army for battle, but it seemed that it 
would never come 'because of, delays.

- We had * call this past week, asking If excess amount* of water- 


melon could be frozen. Let us say that it can be frozen, but expect it 
to lose some of the crisp texture during freezer storage. The besf way 


" to overcome this i« to serve partially-thawed watermelon that contains 
a. few ice crystals. 


Be sure to choose firm, ripe watermelon for f reeling. Keep'in 


mind that f reeling doe* not improve the quality. You 
must always start with top quality. Remove the 
seeds and rind and cut the fruit into small squares, 
wedges, balls or other like shapes. Pack in mois- 
ture vapor-proof containers and cover with 30 per 
cent syrup. This percentage of syrup is made by 
using one cup sugar and two cup« water to make 
the syrup. Freeze immediately after covering the 
fruit with syrup. Don't forget to leave a headspace 
to allow expansion room for freezing. 


This frozen melon adds a nice taste to fnut cock- 


tails served at family meals next winter. 


Freeze Peaches 


Peaches will probably be a shorter crop in some areas—but there 


may be a good buy occasionally, so why not freeze a few so as to have 
variety of fruits to serve later. You'll have better quality frozen 
peaches if you peel them without dipping into boiling water. Some- 
times this just isn't "possible. Halve or slice peaches directly into a 
carton that contans sugar syrup; press them down until they are com- 
pletely covered by the syrup. Seal at once and freeze. When you use 
this technique, the peaches are less likely to discolor because they are 
not exposed to air for so long a time. 


Asyrup of 50 to 60 per cent sugar 


concentration i.« best for freezing 
peaches. For a 50 per cent syrup, 
dissolve one cup sugar in four- 
fifths cup water. 


To help prevent browning of 


peaches when you freeze them, 
you can dissolve ascorbic acid 
tablets or crystals in the sugar 
syrup. Ask for this material at your 
your drugstore. Use three 50-milli- 
gram tablets for one cup of syrup 
or one-fourth teaspoon of crystals 
to four cups of syrup. Mix the 
. ascorbic acid with the cold syrup 
as you need it. There will be some 
loss of strength if you dissolve the 
acid too long ahead of time.

Green Lima Beam 


Tender green lima beans are 


among the higher protein vege- 
tables which could be used to 
supplement more expensive protein 
food. Many folks like them too, but 
the big handicap to their wider use 
for home freezing is the shelling. 
Some methods have been worked 
on to find a method for faster 
Khellmg. Credit for this method 
goes to Eunice Kelly of the North, 
Dakota Experiment Station. Her 
method is: 


1. Wash freshly harvested lima 


beans in the pod IT. cold running 
water. 


2. Scald in boiling water two and 


one half to four minutes. (The 
smaller the beans the less scalding 
time.} 


3. Cool in ice water and squeeze 


beans out of the pods. 


4. Remove imperfect or over- 


mature beans. Wash in cold run- 
ning water, drain and package for 
freezer storage. 


Miss Kelly, who spent 
time 


studying this new method, reports 
; that frozen lima beans preserved 
by this new method of preheating 
in pods scored high or higher in 
•both color and flax-or than those 
preheated after shelling. 


Tomato Juice 


Tomato juice is easy to prepare 


• for freezing. Freezing it preserves 
even more of the fresh flavor than 
-canning does. Just select top-qual- 
ity tomatoes, wash them and quar- 
ter. Simmer them for 10 minutes, 
then strain off the juice. Pour into 
glass containers, adding one half 
teaspoon of sal: for each pint. Seal 
and freeze promptly. Precaution: 
Leave one half inch of head space ' 
to allow for expansion during ' 
freezing.

The nine-officer trial board's an- 


nouncement of its findings late Fri- 
day in the case of the 38-year 
old Blanchard, Okla., career sol- 
dier brought applause from spec 
tators. The board deliberated two 
hours, 15 minutes. 


Erwin, a prisoner 32 months be- 


fore his release dunng operation 
Big Switch Sept. 4, 1953, insisted 
to newsmen after the announce- 
ment that his faith in military jus- 
tice "never wavered." 


"I sweated blood dunng the last 


three weeks," he said. "I dropped 
from 190 to 176 pounds. But I knew 
justice would prevail." 


During the sessions, Erwin ad- 


mitted that he had made the state- 
ment while a POW that South Ko- 
rea attacked North Korea with the 
backing of the United States. He 
acknowledged signing half a doz- 
en propaganda articles. He was a 
POW at both the Pyoctong and 
Pyongyang Camps. 


He contended, however, that his 


actions were made under duress, 
including threats by the Chinese 
that they would kill him if he did 
not go along with their propaganda 
and indoctrination programs.

The court-martial 
Friday an- 


nounced its verdict after delib- 
erating five hours. 
In addition 


to the unpremeditated murder of 
two Americans in a Korean POW 
camp, Gallagher was found guil- 
ty of collaboration with the Chin- 
ese Reds, mistreating fellow pris- 
oners, and informing on them to 
gain favored treatment for him- 
self. 


The military court of eight offi- 


cers then sentenced him to life in 
prison at hard labor, the maxi- 
mum 
penalty. 
Unpremeditated 


murder is equivalent to second de- 
gree murder in a civilian court. 


The decision is subject to two 


automatic reviews, first by the 
1st Army 
commanding 
officer 


and then by a review board of the 
Judge 'Advocate General's office 
in Washington. 


The 23-year-old Brooklyn soldier 


paled when the court gave its de- 
cision, but soon regained the com- 
posure he had maintained during 
the trial. 


A 1st Army legal spokesman 


said Gallagher will be eligible for 
parole after serving 10 years. 


Prosecution

trial pictured Gallagher 
as a 


camp bully who threw two sick 
men out of the prisoners' hut and 
left them to freeze in the bitter 
Korean winter of 1951. They also 
told of his effort to curry favor 
with his captors.

A COWBOY'S FIRST concern 


Is the welfare of his horse. He 
knows that his ability to get 
around depends on it. 


All of us have "horses," too, 


but we aren't as smart as the 
cowboys when it comes to taking 
care of them. 


Nearly everybody is born with 


perfect feet, but often by the j 
time he reaches high school, 
they're badly damaged. 


Most of the trouble comes from 


abusing shoes. Millions of boys 
and girls don't even seern to 
know how to put them on or take 
them off. They're in such a rush 
that they never even bother to 
unlace their shoes, but force 
their feet willy-nilly inside.

Some of Eisenhower's other re- 


marks went like this: 


"Keep your head down . . . 


You're trying- too hard . . . You're 
topping them just a little . . . Take 
your time." 
' Forty or more newsmen crowd- 
ed around and cameramen shouted 
instructions at David, but it didn't 
seem to bother him. 


He appeared quite oblivious to 


them, too, when he went on to dis- 
play what he has learned about 
casting for trout . . . His only dis- 
appointment was that he. didn't 
catch a fish. 


David never had done any cast- 


ing before when he arrived at the 
ranch. The President, squatting on 
the bank of a pond stocked with 
trout which cost about $1.25 each, 
remarked with a satisfied smile 
that the boy was doing all right. 


Gets Advice 


Standing on the end of a small 


dock with a T-fj. ounce rod with a 
"flat fish" lure, David fished calm- 
ly while his grandfather watched 
the casting with an expert's eye. 


"Good work,. good work, that's 


a good one." Eisenhower called. 


"Now

through the water. That's right 
fellow." 


And then, musing out loud, the 


President said a bit ruefully: 


"It's just too bad he didn't catch 


a fish. By golly., he certainly de- 
sei-ves to catch one." 


David did better at horseback 


riding than he did at either golf 
or fishing. No novice in the saddle, 
the boy brought back to the Presi- 
dent memories of when he rode a 
horse a^ a. youngster on the Kan- 
sas plains.

Lee said howex-er, that an im- 


minent addition to his family and 
studies for a medical specialty 
board examination might delay his 
return until October. He is due to 
be separated from the Army this 
fall. 


His parents came to California 


from Korea 50 years ago. Because 
of his Oriental ancestry, two deals 
for homes fell through in Garden 
Grove, Lee said. 


Friday Joe Furr, president of 


the West Orange County 
Real 


Estate Board, offered to find* Lee 
a home of his choice in the com- 
munity, a city of 33,000 soma 30 
miles south of Los Angeles. 


Garden Grove doctors organized- 


an unofficial committee to support 
Lee, and the Orange County Medi- 
cal Assn. reported it knew no rea- 
son why Lee could not be admitted 
immediately to membership.

Return Delayed 


Lee said however, that an im- 


minent addition to his family and 
studies for a medical specialty 
board examination might delay his 
return until October. He is due to 
be separated from the Army this 
fall. 


His parents came to California 


from Korea 50 years ago. Because 
of his Oriental ancestry, two deals 
for homes fell through in Garden 
Grove, Lee said. 


Friday Joe Furr, president of 


the West Oranpe County Real 
Estate Board, offered to find Lee 


home of his choice in the com- 


munity, a city of 33,000 some 30 
miles south of Los Angeles. 


Garden Grove doctors organized
